The N«w Destroyer to Give an Exhi* 


bition in the Patomac Early in De- 
cember—Chief Engineer Lowe Say* 
the Holland Should be Added to Our 
Navy Without Delay. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—The report 


of the Board of Inspectors ami Survey 
on the recent official tost of tlio sub- 
marine boat Holland, in Pocouic Bay, 
Nov. C, has just been given out by tho 
Secretary of the Navy. The hoard re- 
port* that after a thorough inspection 
of the plans and of the vessel it was 
impressed with the excellent condition 
of the boat and all of its appliances. 
The tests were made to ascertain 
whether or not the boat was able to 
come up to the requirements for a 
submarine boat for the navy, the re- 
quirements having been drawn up by 
the Strategy or War Boaid of the 
Navy Department, composed of Hear 
Admiral Sicard, president; Assistant 
Secretary 
Roosevelt. 
Capt. Barker, 


Capt. Mahau and Admiral Crownin- 
shield. The Board of Inspecton and 
Survey report that all of the loquiro- 
ments of the Department were ful- 
filled by the performance of tlu; Hol- 
land on this trial 


The following were the require- 
ments : 


1. Have three torpedoes in place in 
boat. 


2. Have all arrangements made for 


charging torpedoes without dolay. 


3. Be prepared to firt> torpedoes at 


full speed when submerged, as well 
as on surface. 


4. Have crew exercise by actual 


practice; as to be able to make re 
quired submerged runs and steer a 
straight course. 
In order to make two 


miles, It is recommended that two 
mat king-buoys be placet! In lower 
Sandy Hook bay, a mile apart, and 
lhat a boat to serve as torpedo target 
bo anchored near one of these1 buoys, 
so that the Holland, after ;i milf un- 
dor water, can corne up to the surface 
ior observations, dischaigc her tor- 
pedoes, and then, diving again, can 
return to first buoy. This will com- 
plete her two-mile-under-watcr run. 
A measure of her efficiency will be 
shown by the number of times It is 
lecessary for her to come to the sur- 
'ace for observations. 


Chief Engineer John LOWP, U. S. N., 


was specially ordered to witncfs and 
•eport upon all the preliminary trials 
of the Holland and thp final o/licial 
test. His report has also been given 
jnt by the Secretary, dated Nov 7 
Engineer Lowe says: 
"I report my 


)olief (after full examination) that 
Holland is a successful and vertiable 
submarine torpedo boat capable of 
making a vertiable attack upon the 
enemy unseen and undetectable, and 
that, therefore, she is an engine of 
warfare of terrible potency which the 
Government must necessarily adopt 
into its service." 


Mr. Lowo says it is his opinion "that 


this Government should at once pur- 
chase the Holland and not let the 
secrets of the invention get out of tne 
United States and that the Govern- 
ment ought to create a submarine tor- 
pedo boat station for the purpose of 
practice and drilling of crews. 
He 


further says' "We need right off and 
right now fifty submarine torpedo ves- 
sels in Long Island Sound to protect 
New York, preserve the peace and to 
give potency to our diplomacy." 


The Holland will be brought around 


to Washington in tho early part of De- 
cember and will give an exhibition in 
the Potomac River for the benefit of 
Congress and the Navy Department 
officers. 


Long Voyage For the Manning. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—The revenue 


cutter Manning will soon go on a voy- 
age of 15,000 miles. She is now in the 
Boston Station but has been ordered 
to New York to be fitted out for a trip 
around Cape Horn to San Francisco. 
Her place at Boston will be taken by 
the cutter Seminolc, now nearing com- 
pletion at Baltimore. It is expected 
that the Manning will start on her 
long trip early next month, making 
the usual stops at the Barbadoes, Ba- 
hia, Punto Arenas and Callao for coal. 
In the spring the Manning will be used 
in the Behring Sea service, the needs 
of the mining districts in Alaska call- 
ing for more cutters to enforce law 
and order and to relieve distress. As 
the Manning is a composite vessel, 
she is especially well adapted for use 
in Alaskan waters, where frequent 
bottom clearing is impracticable.

They Uar* Cove Into Faahloa Agate, 


and tbeHotaller the More Popular. 
Purses curled by woven nowadayi 


are in fancy grains and'fancy colon. 
tbe grain of tbe leather giving au ap- 
pearance of shading, while tbe edges 
are bound in a plain Khade of tbe same 
color or in a contrasting color. These 
purses are all made la tbe common 
patterns, with change and bill com- 
partments. 


There is a revival of an old German 


purse, which Is a big flat pouch when 
opened and bas a flat top frame of steel 
iu four piece**. Tbe sides of tbe purse 
are flat and bound with straight pieces 
of steel, while tbe leather forms a bag 
banging from these side steels. Tbe 
end steels are balf as wide and are 
hinged to the side pieces, folding across 
the top and meeting in the midddle 
with a clasp like a change purse. 


When opened wide the whole purse 


Is spread out about eight inches long. 
There is a place for everything and 
everything in its place in one big bag. 
It* bulk, when rilled with the usual 
array ot memoranda and samples, must 
be detrimental to its popularity, as it 
must be held clasped iu the band, and 
it makes a pretty good handful. 


Tbe popular purse, however, Is of 


the plainest and bomliest type. It is 
the "finger purse," named from tbe 
women's habit of carrying it with the 
lingers thrust through the big retaining 
strap across tbe front. This purse is 
made of three plain strips of roughly 
finished pig skin, making two compart- 
ments in the simplest form. 
One is 


gussetted for change and the other is 
a flat pocket for bills. The flap of both 
compartments slips through a strap 
across tbe front piece. The whole is 
•-evved about Ihe edge* with harness 
stitching, with no attempt at ornameu- 
tat ion. 


To individualize this purse there are 


big brass initials, the same as are 
used in ornamenting brass trimmed 
sets of harness. 
These arc furnished 


with retaining pins ou the back, which 
are easily thrust through the leather 
and pressed down flat. 


There is something rich about the 


appearance of thes« simple purses, and 
their oddity bas made them most popu- 
lar among the young folk.
